LIFE-SAVING TESTS. 


Experimenting With the Cunningham Life 
Line. 

WASHINGTON, September 24.—A test of the 
Cunningham life line rocket for throwing 
lines to vessels in distress, was made this after- 
noon, at the arsenal range, in the presence of 
General Gibson, Major Bainbridge, Saperia- 
tendent Kimball, of the life saving service, 
Superintendent Patten, of the bureau of nay- 
igation, and other interested officials. A No. 
7 line, which is the largest used in the life- 
saving service, was carried with precision 650 
yards; and a lighter, No. 4, line to a distance 
of 1,050 yards. The greatest distance to which 
a No. 4 line has ever been thrown by the Lyle 
gun, now in use in the life saving service, is 
said to be 694 yards.

The Mary Ann Cut in Two by the Summer- 
set--Loss of Life. 

St. Jouns, N. F., September 24.—A disaster 
occurred in the bay of St. Johns this eeeer | 
the British schooner Summerset colliding wi 
the echooner Mary Ann, aud cutting her im 
two. There were twenty-seven persons on 
poard the ill fated craft, four of whom were 
drowned. The others saved themselves by 
clinging to the main rail of the Sammerset, or 
were picked out of the water by her boats. 
The Mary Ann sank within two minutes after 
the collision. Two passengers were lost, one 
of them a lady.

Louis new business continues to be reported, 
but the rate of increase is less than previously 
noted. There is a greater tone t6 the 
trade at New Orleans, where the pre- 
dicted earthquake appears to have prevented 
the appearance of the country buyers to some 
extent. The retail trade at Savannah bas 
been checked since the late di 


cities a full volume of commercial transactions 

already noted exceeds the totals at like pe- 

riods in immediately preceding years, and in 

nealy all instances meets the more conserva- 

tive of hopeful anticipations reported within two 

months past. Theincrease reported in e@t bound 

trunk line railroad tonnage of late weeks is 

reflected in the augmented totals of railway 

earnings. Those for forty roads for the sec- 

ond week in September amount to $4,661,166, 

against $4,077,575 in 1885. From January 1 

to date, the total is $121,560,000, against 

$112,300,000 last year. Bank clearings at 

thirty cities for the current week, given to-.

week of 1885, Some of the ten per cent gain 
this week over last is due, of course, to the 
widening of the speculative market in Wall 
street, As against 1885, the increaie in clear- 
ings is thirty-eight per cent. The Wall street 
stcck marke} is excited and the bull fever 
prevails. 

In the settlement of the troubles of Reading, 
the prices of neasly all active stocks show a 
material advance. Granger stocks form the 
exception, and the latest advices are unfavor- 
able to the formation of the northwestern 
pool, The transactions of the week amount 
to 3,400,000 shares against 1,713 000 shares last 
week and 859,000 ahares the preceding week. 
Bonds also partake of the improvement, trans- 
actions amounting to $10,033,600 against $6,- 
265,900 last week. Foreign exchange is strong, 
advancing on purchases of sterling by opera- 
torsin stock arbitrages. Leading domestic 
money markets, otherthan New York,continue 
for the most part somewhat easier than last 
week, The principal dry goods centers report 
no unfavorable features, notwithstanding the 
slight check to distribution at some points. 
Stocks of cottons are light at the interior and 
woolens are exgected to advance in price 
during the next season. Raw wool is remark- 
ably strong, and prices are again higher, 
with the movement to manufacturers 
heavy. The belief appears general that the 
American clip is short, and the Australian is 
certainly worth more abroad than it is here. 
There is less satisfaction found in the tone of 
the grain market than elsewhere. Receipts at 
the northwest Have been very heavy. The 
export demand has been checked, and specula- 
tion isin favor of lower figures. Lonisville 
reports a favorable tobacco crop, with prices 
favoring sellers, 

The failures reported this week, were, in the 
United States, 156, against 183 last week, and 
140 in the like week of 1885. 

Canada had thirty-one this week, against 
twenty-eight last week, and twenty in 1885. 
The announcement of Licht’s estimate of the 
beet crop depressed the sugar market ic on 
this side. The visible supply shows a further 
shrinkage, it being now 899,695 tons against 
1,009,334 at the same date last year.

THE GOLDEN GLOBES. 


Fallure of the Louisiana Orange Crop, 
Caused by Last Winter’s Freeze, 


New OR.eaAns, La., September 24.—The 
Louisiana orange crop is usually marketed - 
about this time. Reports from Calicerren, St. 
Bernard, St. Mary, Cameron, Lafourche and 
other parishes in which oranges are princi- 
pally grown, say the crop is a complete failure 
this year. It usually averages from thirty to 
fifty million a year, but there will not be a 
million this year in consequence of the severe 
freeze last winter. The news is uniformly bad 
from every portion of the state. Some places 
where 500 barrels were obtained last year, 
barely a barrel will be secured. The 
freeze of the winter did terrib‘e ~— 
ing limbs and requiring the cutting © 
much dead wood as to almost destroy the 
trees. There is absolutely no crop, none of 
the trees bearing properly. Large plantations 
are as badly injured as the smaller groves. 
The worst of the matter is that the trees are 
so badly tnjured that it will take nine roora 
of propitious weather before the crop will be a 
follone again. It will be but little, improved 
next year, only a partial production following. 
If nothing happens to prevent, the third year 
should see a fair crop. A large proportion of 
the Louisiana crop last year was 5 pred north, 
but there is not enough now for home con- 
sumption, and New Orleans will be compelled 
to depend on California and Florida.

At 10:45 a.m. the ice cream was brought to 
the jail, and he ate it with great relish. Rev. Mr. 
Hammond callei and prayer was offered. A 
great crowd had assembed, and crowded about 
the jail, anxious tocatch a glimpse of the con- 
cemned man. He was suffering from nervous- 
ness and palpitation of the heart. He said he 
was afraid the crowd would unnerve him. A 
detachment of the Baldwin Biues was on 
guard at the jail and another at the stockade, 
three-fourths of a mile west of the city. At 
31:35 the sad procession started, Captain Eanis 
and Humphries occupying the back seat and 
Rev. Hammond eat in front, and George Case, 
W. Johnson Case and Captain Frank Hervy 
and others were allowed inside. 
From much _ exertion and anxiety, 
Captain Ennis looked wearied, but the 
firm look on his face and the flash of hiseye 
showed that he was determined to do his duty. 
A large crowd assembled at the stockade 
erected around the gallows. and the rush to 
get alook at the prisoner was remarkable. 
Humphries did not wish to talk, and ascending 
the platform Rev. Hammond offered prayer, 
Humphries asking them tokneel. Hisarms 
were then pinioned in front, when he re- 
marked: 

“I prefer to have them pinioned behind.” 

When the cap was placed over his face he

“Pull outthe cap, it smothers me. 
put the rope around my neck too tight.”

the Meeting, Nominating Their Candidates, 
and Adopting Their Platform-A Very 
Remarkable Meeting, Bto., Ete.

SavANNAH, Ga., September 24.—[Special.]— 
The mass meeting of the democratic party of 
Chatham county, called tonightin the court 
house equare, © nominate candidates for the 
legislature, was the largest seen in Savannah 
for years. Dr. Wm. Duncan, vice chairman, 
presided, The Knights of Labor were out @ 
their full force, and it was soon perceived that 
they had come with a determination to carry 
their point. The old ticket was voted down, 
and the following ticket, offered by C. W. 
Richmond, seconded by Pat Develin, pre- 
sented, being indorsed as their ticket by T. 
O'Neil, Knight of Labor: P, M. Russell, L. P. 
Ashley and John W. Wilson. After considera- 
ble confusion and much noise and hurrahing, 
the ticket was put to a vote and carried. 

THE PLATFORM ADOPTED, 

The following resolutions Were then offered 
by a prominent Knight of Labor, E. L. Hoff:

juries received through lack of necessary safe- 
guards; the recognition by incorporation of trades 
unions, orders and such other associations 
as may be crganized by the working masses, and 
to improve their condition and protect their 
rights: theepactment of laws tocompel corpora 
tionsto pay their re sg weekly in lawfal 
money for thefaborof the preceding week, and 
giving we chances and laborers a first lien upon 
the product of their Jebor to the extent of their 
ususl wages; the abolition of the contract system 
on all state and municipal works; the enactmept 
of laws providing for arbitration between em- 
ployessnd employed, and to enforce the decision 
of arbitration; the prohibition by law of the em- 
ployment of children under 15 years of age in 
workshops, mines.and factories; the abolition of all 
laws sanctioning the competition of prison con- 
tract labor with free labor. We suggest the adop- 
tion of a law providing forthe hiring oi convicts 
to the different counties for the purpose of keeping 
the public thoroughfares in good condition; that 
a graduated income tax be levied, thatisto say a 
citizen be required to beara share of public ex- 
penses in proportion to his resources; that the Wes- 
tern and Atiantic railroad, better known as the 
State road, beretained in possession of the state; 
that Chatham county be made a separate judicial 
district, and that the superior and city 
courts of Chatham county be consolidated under 
one judge. The three gentlemen selected by the 
meeting to represent the county in the next gen- 
eral assembly are expected to use their best en- 
deavors to have the purpose of these resolutions 
carried into effect. 

Resolved, That the mass meeting instruct the 
repretentatives of Chatham to use their influence 
end to put forth every effort to secure the passage 
of a law to prohibit the sale of all kind of convict- 
mace goods within the state of Georgia. 

Be it further resolved, That the fees charged by 
the yarious county officers shall be no more for 
this county than other counties are charged for, 
for similar services. 

Whilst there was great excitement and an 
evidently organized plan on the part of the 
Kaights of Labor to carry their points: there 
was no disturbance or pleasantries. It was a 
remarkable gathering in every respect, and it 
is likely will have the effect of stirring up the 
community to more active participation in 


politics.

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SCARS DO NOT IDENTIFY. 


Several Notable Cases of Mistaken Identity 
Recalled by a Recent Instance. 
From the New York Sun. 

Mrs. Koehl was sure that the unlucky Al- 
fred Bahn was her runaway husband because, 
among other points of resemblance, he had, like 
him, a peculiar scaron the knee. But sueh appa- 
rently convincing scars, or bodily marks, occur in 
cases of mistaken identity very generally. 

This is the case of Martin Guerre, which con- 
founded the bert jurists of France three centuries 
ago, where a wife actually took an impostor to her 
arms as her long lost husband, lived four years 
with him in great conjugal bappiness, and bore 
him two children. The genuine Martin was married 
to Bertrande de Rols, according to the custom of 
the province, when he was eleven and she ten, 
and after ten years ran away to‘’Spain and served 
under Charles Y. Eight years later a stranger,'who 
announced himself asthe wanderer, appeared at 
Artigues, the residence of the deserted wife, and 
was promptly accepted as such by the uncle, the 
four sisters, and the wifeofthe real Martin. He 
recailed to Bertrande the minntest occurrences 
and detail of their married life, and {showed bodi- 
ly marks which made the assurance doubly sure. 
Martin Guerre hadtwo gouble teeth in his upper 
jaw, an effusion of blood in his right eye, the nail 
on the first finger of bis' right hand was broken, 
and{on the same hand werethree warts. The 
stranger had all these marks. 

The upshot was that he took possession of the 
property of Martin and lived for four years with’ 
Bertrande, as his wife, she haviug two children by 
him. Then a passing soldier made a deposition 
that the rea) Martin wasa iriend of his, that he 
had losta leg at the siege of St. Quentin, and that 
he was stilialive. The result was the trial of the 


uilt, and the judges leaned to the prisoner, until 
artin Guerre himself opportunely arrived Fn. 
ters 


coniessed that his true name was Arnault 
h, a friend of Martin, from whom he had 
learned the details of his family life. 

The impostor was hanged before the house of 
Martin Guerre, and his body burnt to ashes. In 
pasting senterce the court censured Berirande, 
tor a wife, it was urged, ought toknow a husbana 


by a thousand marks and signs so a; to render it ut- 


terly impossible for any other man to palm himself 
off 1 bis stead, and Martin only forgave her after 
a long period. 

Anc ther case nearer home was that of Luther 
Hause, and it attracted great attention at the time. 
In 1346 Rowland Hause, as on of Mr. James Hause 
of Corinna, in Maine, shipped on a whaler at New 
Bedford, and for three years nothing was heard 
from him, until finaily he was given up as lost. In 
139 a young man came toMr, James Hause, 
anpounced himself as the missing 
Rowland, and called bim father. 
He also greeted Mrs. Hause as his mother, bout 
sbe had her doubts asto his identity.. “Li you are 
my son,’’ she eaid, ‘you have a scar on your knee.”’ 
‘He pulled up bis trousers and showed her the 
scar. ‘“‘My son bas a scar on cis breast,”’ she con- 
tinucd. That,too, he showed. Sne also described 
arcaronthe neck, urder the ear, which he had 
also: and last of all, when she said that one of her 
son’s toes Japped over the other, he exhibited the 
ssme peculiarity. Then she was satisfied. Friends 
of ihe family and playmates of Rowland at once 
recogn‘zed tim as the lost son, of whom he was 
nearly the exact equualin age, and to whom he 
bore a strc ng resemblance in some respects. 

The young man was accordingly installed in the 
bouse asin truth the Rowland who had been for 
three years mourned as dead. But after five 
months it was established peyond doubt that he 
was an impostor, that his name was Luther, and 
that he was thesonof apoorman named Seth 
Hause, of Troy, Maine, who wasin no way related 
to James Hause of Corinna. His own father came 
forward and recognized him as his son. Moreover, 
it was not long before the real Rowland appeared. 
~ had Ye the whalerand journeyed to California 
after goid. 

We could go on and fill columns with the ac- 
counts of cases ofthe same general kind, The re- 
markable thing aboutthem is that while there 
may be some strong resemblance which gives rise 
to the mistaken identity, there is always a striking 
difference also, Alfred Hahn ie taller than Koeh!: 
has sandy hafr instead of dark brown, and brown 
eyes instead of blue.. The real Martin Guerre was 
thin and slight, and Arnault du Tilh was short 
and stout, and when they were brought togethe: 
no one would have confounded them. Rowland 
Hause was very differentin eyes, hair and com- 
plexion from Luther Hause, and yet, alth her 
80D bad been absent only three years, Mrs. Hause 
accepted the impostor, and chiefly onthe evidence 


of the scars.

The Doctors of Alabama in a Snarl Over 
Question of Authority. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 24.—[Special. } 
A meeting of the Jefferson County Medical 
society last night was one of interest and was 
spirited. Dis. J. B. Luckie and B:yce M. 
Hughes tendered their resignations from the 
board of county censors, which were received 
and resolutions of regret adopted. The action 
of the two members is calculated to create dis- 
cussion, which has grown out of a peculiar 
state of affairs ex'sting between the state 
board of censors and the Jefferson County 
Medical society. The counties in the state 
which have regularly organized medical 
societies and a board of censors, reserves the 
right to examine the applicants to vractice 
medicine, who have not been members of such 
organizations. The state board of censors is 
higher in authority. Recently a young physi- 
cian was examined by the Jefferson 
county board of censors, Drs. J. B. Luckie, 
J. W. Sears, Bryce M. Hughes, M. P. Jordan 
and E,P,8holl. Atthe examination of the 
applicants he was considered imperfect, and 
he was not given a certificate to practice. He 
appealed to the state board of censors, who 
granted him permission to practice medicine 
in Jefferson county, over the action of the 
county board of censors, which called forth 
rotestations, and ended in the meeting held 
t night, when Drs. Luckie and Hughes re- 
signed because they has become embarrassed 
by the state board inits action. A lengthy 
discussion was engaged in, and resolutions 
were passed regretting the resignations of the 
two members and condemning the state board, 
which resolution were ordered sent to each 
member of that board.

“TI em prepared to prove what'I say.” Mr. 

James A Burns was in earnest’ when he said 
this. He was replying to achallenge of his 
statement that the trunk factenies of Atlanta 
paid mere profitsand employedo more hands 
and did the city more good thah a hundred- 
ton iron fornace would do, On deliberation, 
he said: 
» “] first made this statement at'the manufac: 
turers’ asédciation, casually, bug. mot careless- 
ly. I amia great believer in small indastries 
for builditg up cities. I have been amazed at 
the difference in their favor,as opposed to 
large industries. Atlanta's wonderful vitality 
comes from the multitude of small industries 
that are scattered aboutin her cellars and 
garrets. I was prepared for criticism when [ 
stated that the trank factories of Atlanta bene- 
fitted the city more than a hundred-ton iran 
furnace would do.”’ 

“What are your figures?” 

“We bave four trunk factories, Wallace < 
Huzza, Leibermat and Kaufman, Abe Foote, 
and 1.C. Bandman. Very few people know 
of their existence. We have not counted them 
anything in the make upof our indastries, 
but here iswhat they do. They employ an 
average of ninety men, nine tenths of which 
is skilled labor, They pay their workmen 
from twoto four dollars aday. Their wages 
throughout will average perhaps $2 25, which 
is two bundred dollars a day paid for wages. 
This is twelve hundred dollars a week, or 
over $60,000 a year. A hundred ton iron fur- 
nace would employ about thirty men, most of 

‘whom would be Jaborers at eighty cents ora 
dollar a day. Fifty dollars a day in wages 
would be a big estimate, or less than one 
fourth what tle trank facto’ies pay.” 

“What does the product of the trunk facto- 
ry amount to?” 

“It goes up from >250,000 to 4300,000 a year. 
On this I should say there was a profit of fif- 
teen to twenty percent, or in round numbers 
$50,000 ayear. A hundredton iron farnace 
that pays $50,000 a year ia doingan immense 
business. Now mark the difference in capital. 
I suppose the four trunk factories of Atlanta 
did not cost $25.000. Their entire capital will 
not exceed $50,000. A hundred ton iron far: 
nace would cost 3150,000. For one-sixth of 
that investment the trunk factories employ 
three timesas many workmen, and pay four 
times as much wages, aud make for their pro- 
prietors perbaps twice as much profit. This 
is a striking illustration of what small indus- 
tries will do,”’ 

“Whatis the ‘territory our trunk factories 
cover?’ 

“They practically supply the territory along 
sonth of Virginia aud east of Mississippi. Their 
drummers go inevery southern state. Our 
wholesale trade handles large quantities of At- 
lanta made trunks, and they are coming into 
univers.l use with our people, There is no 
reason, if they can secure the patronage they 
are entitied to, why they should not double 
their capacity during; next year. They com- 
pete in Knoxvilleand Montgomery and Ral- 
eigh with uorthern manufactories and undere 
sellthem. There is no reason why Georgia 
should ever buy another trunk that is not 
made within the limits of the state. No need 
jor the south to ever send north for a trunk. 
This question of home patron- 
axe, of home industries, goes 
deeper than most men think. The Georgia 
farmer who buys an Atlanta made trunk, is 
increasing the value of bis land, and the price 
hecan get for his product. Heis building up 
a home market, which after all isthe test by 
which agriculture prospers or languishes. If 
one hundred thousand mechanics are added 
to Georgia’s population it would add just that 
much to the home market of the Georgia 
farmer, give him high prices for perishable 

roducts that now rot on his farm, and would 
Seine him fifty thousand purchasers for his 
surplus lands. The farmer more than any man 
has a strong and abiding interest in standing 
by home industries.” 
MAKING UMBRELLAS. 

‘‘There is another industry ,’’S Mr. Barn? con- 
tinued, “that onght to prosper in Atlanta. That 
is umbrella making. We are the umbrella 
carriers of the world. Itis unusualto see a 
man on our streets during the summer without 
anumbrella. I have been struck with that, 
fo ng north’ It is unusualthere to see a man 
with an umbrellaunless itis raining. Here 
ihey are carried universally, in fair weather 
and foul. Webuy them entirely from the 
north, and yet the sticks out of which their 
bandles dre made grow in our forests, are 
shipped to the north, fashioned by simple 
maohinery, and sent back to us. A small out- 
Jay would start an umbrella factory here which 
eouli not bein tosapp'ythe home trade, if 
itmade agood articieand sold itata fair 
profit. Bat I started out merely to sustain 
my proposition, that the trunk factories of 
Atlanta, an industry thatis hardly noticed, 
sustains four times as many people, and pays 
more profit tothe city, than a hundred ton 
iron furnace would do. Here factories have 
grown without notice, almost without our 
knowledge. If a huudred ton furnace were 
proposed here, a great furore would be raised, 
und when the-furnace was erected the fact 
would be telegraphed far and wide as a great 
industrial movement.”

The Developments Yesterday —Dissatisfaction Among 
the Prohibitioniste—Telke With the Leaders— 

A New Richmond tn the Fieli~Growe 
ing Warm—Other Campaign Notes. 


A great deal of dissatisfaction was felt among 
the prohibitionists on yesterday over the ticket 
nominatod in their name by a committee, It 
was claimed that the ticket was not a repre- 
sentatiye one, and not such a one as the pro- 
hibitioniste could afford to put their cause be- 
hind. A leading prohibitionist said : 

“T shall oppose the ticket with the exception 
of Mr, Westmoreland. I do not feel bound by 
it, as there was no one to act for me, and I 
understand thata few porate hered in 
Mayor Hillyer’s back office and made up a 
ticket that was intended to combine the 
=e of prohibition, the Kuights of Labor 


and the republicans, I decline to be led-into 
any such movement, and shall oppose the 
ticket.” 


Colonel A. W. Mitchell safd : | 

“I was in the meeting that put out this 
ticket. I think there were ten or twelve men 
present, It was in Mayor Hillyer’s back ajjice. 
Mr. Perkins was present, claiming to represent 
the Knights of Labor. Mr, J.C. Hendrix, the 
wel] known republican, was also there, and 
was very active with Mr. Perkins in putting 
the Knights of Labor forward in the matter. 
Several of us opposed mixing the question, but 
Perkins and Hendmx ins on the Knights 
of Labor having the nomination.

Another gentleman said: “I ask the people 
to watch the course of this thing. Here area 
half dozen men who get together in a back 
cflice and name a ticket and demand that the 
democratic party accept it. They do not rep- 
resent the prohibitionists, for i have heard 
scores of leading probibitionists say today that 
they knew nothing about it, and that they 
should vote against theticket. The bosses, 
however, insist that they will whip the ticket 
through. They clajm that through Dr. Per- 
kinsand Messrs. Deih] and Doster, two prin- 
ters, that they control the Knights of La- 
bor. They claim that through Mr. Buck and 


Hendrix they control the republi- 
cans, and that through them- 
selves they control the prohibitionsts. 


You will perceive that this combination is a 
very dangerous one. If the present demand 
of the back room bosses is submitted to they 
will in a week or two name a ticket for mayor 
and council and pit it through by the same 
means. Now I should not object to this seri- 
ously, for I am willing to be bossed if they 
would give us good men. If this little clique 
that met in Mr, Hillyer’s back room had put 
up such men as Dr. Rankin, Judge Dorsey, Mr. 
James R. Wylie, Mr. J. W. Harle, Mr. S. M. 
Inman, Mr. M. C. Kiser, or Judge Hammond, 
or any men who would have been worthy rep- 
resentatives of this great city, the people 


would have elected the ticket withou a mur- | 
mur, but to put out the ticket that is offered in 


yvesterday’s CONSTITUTION is simply to insult 
the intelligence of this community. Any 
sensible man knows that it is not such 
a tickeS as Atlanta and Fulton county are en- 
titled to. I donot know what sort of protest 
will be entered against it, but I shall make one 
protest with my vote. I can standit if the 
rest can, and I can let Jim Anderson and Hen- 
ry Hillyer and J.C. Hendrix boss me justas 
long as the other independent citizens of At- 
lanta can take it.”’

‘The worst part of the business, if anything 
could be worse than what has just been said, is 
that it renews a fight that we all thought was 
settled. Within the past week or two the peo- 
ple have been coming together. The factions 
have been closing and rallying together to help 
Atlanta It looked like the town had started 
on an-upward boom, and we would get through 
withont any further division or strife. 
The anti-prohibitionists determined not to 
nominate any ticket, but just to take the best 
men that were offered. They were anxious to 
strike hands with every man who was for At- 
lanta, and help build the city up. Hundreds 
of prohibitionists felt the same way, and the 
hope was universal almost that there 
would be no further struggle. Here 
the prohibitionists, however, jump a ticket on 
the public against which the public must pro- 
test. As my friend has just said, if it had 
been a good ticket I wonld have voted for it, 
though lam an anti. I would have voted for 
it simply for the sake of peace and the good of 
Atlanta; but I cannot vote for the ticket that 
they have suggested. They have not only re- 


vived the prohibition issue, but they have, 


revived it with such a ticket that every man 
of inte)ligence is forced to protest against it. 
If they will now reyise the ticket they have 
offered and put on such men as my friend has 
just mentioned, I will guarantee that there 
will not be five hundred votes cast against it 
in the city.”

The patrolmen then entered the shop, 
avd finding things just as the man liad repre- 
sented them, they arrested both Easley and 
Mathews and conducted them to the city 
prison, where they will remain until Tuesday, 
when they will have a hearing before 
Judge Anderson, The darkies had a 
curtain. stretched across one corner 
of the shop, and behind this was a shelf upon

Shot at the Burglar.

ALMOST UNCONSCIOUS CONDITION. 

United States Surgeon Stiles worked With 
him manfally, and day before yesterday there 
was a decided change, which Dr, Stiles be.

DR. STILES TALKS. 

Last night a CONSTITUTION man sought Dr, 
Stiles, United States surgeon in charge of the 
jail, and asked; 

“Did you think Holder was going to die?” 

“Yes. Ihad very little hopes of his recoy. 
ery,” was the rej ly. 

“Why did the jailers endeavor to keep his 
condition from the public?” 

“T cannot say. Perhaps they did not*think 
he was very sick.” 

‘The disease was spotted fever?’ 

“Yes, that is what we call it.” 

“Are there any other cases in jail?’ 

“Not that I know of. There are others whe 
are sick, but itis biliousness, and they will be 
all right in a few days.” 

‘You do not fear a spread.” 

“T do not, and we are using every precaution 
to prevent one.” 

“In what way?” 

“By giving the men more freedom—letting 
them run out in the yard where they can get 
plenty of fresh air. The other day when this 
case developed I 

HAD THE MEN LET OUT, ‘ 
but made them sign something like this: 


to get ont of the jailgjard, and if I dol hope the 
good Lord may strike me dead.”’ 

’ Did they sign it?” 

“Yes, indeed. You will not find many peo- 
ple who have a higher regard for their oaths 
than the honest mountain people. Taey 
signed it right along, and we had no trouble 
with thematall. Had I not had them to sign 
such a paper, why half of them might have 
gotten away. I am now trying to make arrange« 
ments to allow the men to go out in the 
yard every day and take a good sun- 
ning. This will do them great good, 
and, I believe, will keep of 
disease. Themen will take their blankets 
out with them and give them a good sunning. 
These men are accustomed to the pure open 
air and they should have as much of it as possi- 
ble. Idon’t believe one out of fifty weuld 
attempt to run away.” 

“Doctor, how is the jail in cold weather?” 

“Fulton county 

HAS A SPLENDID JAIL, 

but the trouble is that after 2 or 3 o’clock in 
the morning the fires go out and the men be- 
come chilled. Fires should be kept in the 
heater all the time in cold weather and the 
jailkept at a certain temperature. In all 
jails there are more or less sickness. Of course 
this cannot be prevented, but with 
gages epidemics can be kept out of 
jails.”’
